Note A. A council had previous'y been 
held in Norton township, Medina county, Offio 
at which Sidrey Rigdon presided. The coud. 
cil took into consideration the mandirg of 
Baldwin Welton, Aaron Smith, and 
Haye; elders; and James Braden priest; ahd 
decided that their ordinations were illegal, and 
that the churches ehonld not receive hdd in 
their several ofhees. The doings of the coun- 
cil were received, and sanctioned by the first 
presidency, vis: Joseph Smith jun., Sidney 
Rigdon, and F. G. Williams, and entered on 
record in Kirtland, May 4th, 1833. See B. 291,

EXTRACT FROM THE JOURNAL OF 


ELDER HEBER C. KIMBALL. 
During my stay here (Kirtland) and on the 


17th February 1834, a general council of twen- 
ty four High Priests assembled at the house 
of Joseph Smith jr., by revelation, and proceed- 
ed to organize the High Council of the church 
of Christ, which was to consist of twelve High 
Priests. The number composing the council 
who voted in the name of and for the church 
jn appointing these councillors were forty three, 
as follows; nine High Priests, seventeen El- 
ders, four Priests, and thirteen members. Du- 
ting this time I received much precious in- 
struction concerning the order of the kingdom 
When I got to Kirtland the brethren were 
engaged in building the house of the Lord. 
The commandment to build the house, and al- 
so the pattern of it was given in a revelation to 
Joseph Smith jr., Sidney Rigdon, and Freder- 
ick G. Williams, and was to be erected by a 
stated time. The church was ina state of 
poverty and distress, in consequence of which 
it appeared almost impossible that the com- 
mandment could be fulfilled, at the same time 
our enemies were raging and threatening des. 
truction upon us, and we had to guard our- 
selves night after night, and for weeks were not 
permitted to take off our clothes, and were 


At this time also, our brethren were suffer- 
ing great persecution in Jackson county, Mis- 
souri; about twelve hundred were driven, 
plundered and robbed; and their houses burned 
and some were killed, The whole country 
seemed to be in arms against us, ready to des- 
troy us. Brother Jofeph received a lengthy 
revelation concerning the redemption of Zion, 
which remains to be fulfilled ina great meas 
ure. But he thought it best to gather together 
es many of the brethren as he conveniently 
could, with what means they could spare and 
go up io Zion to render all the assistance that 


ered clothing and other necessaries to carry up 
to our brethren and sisters who had been strip- 


on our journey; leaving only Oliver 


were very few men left in Kirtland. Our 
wagons were about fall with baggage &c., 
consequently we had to travel on foot. We 
started on the Sth of Mey, and truly this was 
a solemn morning to me. I took leave of my 
wife ard children and friends, not expecting 
ever to see them again, as myself and brethren 
were threatened both in that country and in 
Missouri by the enemies, that they would des 


thoy us and exterminate us from the land. 
here were about one hundred brethren in 


our company who started for Zion. These 
brethren were all young men and nearly ali el- 
ders, Priests, Teachers and Deacons. The 
second day we arrived at New Portage, being 
about 50 miles, at which place on the 7th, we 
made regulations for travelling, and appointed 
a paymasier whose name was Frederick G. 
Williams, and put all of our monies into a gen- 
eral fund. Some of the brethren had consid- 
erable, and others had little or none, yet all 
became equal. While here one of my horses 
received a kick fiom another horse, which 
obliged me to trade away my span, and get 
another span of older horses. We then proceeded 
on our journey twelve miles to the Chippewey. 
Here we pitched our tents u-der a pine grove. 


next day we were divided into companies 


of twelve each, and captains were appointed 
ovef each company. I then organized my 
company in the following manner, appointing 
two to attend to cooking, two to see that fires 
were made, two to prepare the tent at night 
and prepare the bedding, and also o strike the 
tent cach morning, two to fetch and provide 
water, one to do the running, two to see to 
he horses, tee that the wagon was greased, 
and every thing prepared for starting. My 
business was to see that the company was pro- 
vided for, and to see that all things were done 
in order. Our living generally was very good, 
being able to buy bread from the bakers on the 
way through the settled part of the country.— 
After this we purchased flour and had to bake 
our own bread. We sometimes had to live 
mostly on johnny cake and corn dodger, and 
sometimes our living was scant Every nigh 

before we went to bed we united in our tent 
and offered up our prayers before the Lord for 
protection. This was done at the sound of a 
rumpet; and at the sound of the trumpet in the 
morning, every man was upon his knees and 
some one made prayer. There was a similar 
order attended to in each tent. There were 
higher officers appointed over the company. 
On the 8th we started on our journey, and on 
Saturday the 10:h, we passed through Mane 
field and camped for the Sabbath in Richfield.

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preached and the sacrament of brend and wine 
was administered to the company: On mon- 
vay the 12th we passed over she Sandusky 
Plaine, aad through the Indian settlements.— 
We then parsed throngh a long range of beech 
woods, where the roads were very bad. In 
many instances we had to fasten ropes to the 
wagons to haul them out of the sloughs and 
mud holes, While passing through these 
woods the brethren scattered on each side the 
road and went to hunting for wild game. We 
came to Belle Fontain where we first discover- 
ed refractory feelings in Sylvester Smith. We 
passed through a very pleasant country to Day- 
ton Ohio, where we croseed the Miami River, 
which is a very beautiful stream; the water be. 
ing only about two anda half feet deep, most 
of the brethren torded it. We arrived at this 


place on Friday the 16th. The brethren were 


in good spirits, and the Lord was with ts. On 
Saturday the 17th we passed into Indiana, just 
on the line betwixt the State of Ohio and Indi- 
anna, where we camped for the Sabbath, hav- 
ing traveiled forty miles that day. Our feet 
were very sore and blistered, and oar stock- 
inge were wet with blood, the weather being 
very warm. 

This night a spy from the enemy attempted 
to get into our camp but was stopped by the 
guard. We had our sentinels or guards ap- 
pointed every night, on account of spies con- 
timaally harassing us. On this evening there 
was quite a difficulty between some of an 
brethren and Sylvester Smith, on occasion of 
which brother Joseph was called to decide the 
matter. Finding quite a rebellious spirit in 
Sylvester Smith, and to some extent in others, 
he said that they would meet with misfortunes, 
difficulties and hindrances, “and you will know 
it before you leave this place”; exhorting them 
to humble themeelves before the Lord and be- 
come united, that they might not be scourged- 
A very singuler occurance took place that 
night, and the mext day concerring our teams. 
On the following morning when we arose we 
found almost every horse in the camp so bad 


ly foundered that we could scarce lead them 
a few rods tothe water. The brethren then 
deeply realized the effects of discord. When 
brother Joseph learned the fact he exclaimed 
to the brethren, that for a witness that God 
overruled and had his eye upon them, that all 
those who would humble themselves before the 
Lord, shodld know that the hand of God was 
in this wis fortuhe, and their horses should be 
restored to health immediately, and by twelve 
o’clock the tame day the horses were us nim- 


ble ‘as ever, With the — — of" ‘of |

On Sunday the 18th we had preaching ss 
usual and administered the sacrament. I did 
not attend meeting myself as I was writing a 
letter to my companion. Monday 19th we 
passed through Indianopolis where we crossed 
white river. The teams forded the river—most 


of the brethren crossed over the new bridge 


which was unfinished. We were threatened 

dy our enemies that we should not go through 

the town, bat we passed through quietly and 

were nut molested, everything appeared to be 
in perfect silence as we went through, although 

the people looked aghast as if fear had come 

upon them. At night we camped on an open 
spot, the hight of an eminence. Here we lost 

one horse, On Sunday the 25th we arrived at 
the edge of Illinois, We had no meeting but 
attended to washing and baking to prepare for 

our journey again. On Monday 26th, we re- 

sumed our journey. At night we were alatm- 
ed by the continual threatening of our ene- 

mies. I would here renark that notwithstand- 
ing so many threats were thrown out againet 
us we did not fear nor hesitate to proceed on 
our journey fortGod was with us, and angels 

went before us, and we had no fear of either 
men or devils. This we know because they 
(angels) were seen. On Tuesday the 27th we 
came to the Kaskaskia;—a deep river,—where 
we found two skiffs: we took and lashed them 

together and they served as a kind of ferry 
boat. We took our baggage out of our-wegons 
and put it on beard and ferried it across; then 
took our wagons and horses, and swam them 
across, and when they got them to the shore 
side, the brethren cast ropes into the tongues of 
the wagons, and helped the horses and wagons 
out of the riter; others fell trees and laid them 
across the river, and thus helped themeelves 
over. In this way we were all enabled to eto 
in agfety. Wednesday the 28th we reached 
the town of Decaturt Here we lost another 
horse. Saturday the 3ist at night, we camp- 
ed one mile from Jacksonville and prepared 
for the Sabbath. On sunday, June.ist, we 
had preaching all day, and many ot the inhab- 
itants of the town came out to hear. Brother 
Johw Carter preached in the motniag. y this 
time the inhabitants begen to flock down in 
companies to hear pres ching. as they understood 
we were professors of religion and had hada 
meeting in the morning. Brother Joseph then 
ptoposed that some of the brethren should set 
forth different portions of the gospel in theit 
discoutses, as held by the religious world. Ho 
calied upon brother Joseph Young to preactt 
upon the principles of free ¢alvation. He them 


called upon brother Brigham Young to speaky’ 
whe set forth — as vesontal to salvation.

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He was followed by brother Orson Ilyde who 
proved by the scriptures that baptirm was for 
the remission of sins. He next called upon 
brother Lyman Johnson, who spoke at some 
length upon the necessity of men being upright 
in theit walk, and keeping the Sabbath day 
holy. He chen called upon brother Orson Pratt 
whe delivered an excellent discourse on the 
principtes of the fina] restqration of all things. 
The services of the day were concluded by a 
powerful exbortetion from Eleazer Miller. His 
ige wae said to be heard a mile and 8 half. 

J wap'd bere remark concerning brother 
Eleszer Miller who was one of tho first that 
brought the gospel to usin Mendon N. V., 
when he used toretire to a little grove rear my 
hopes for secret prayer, he would get s» filled 
withthe spirit and power of the Holy Ghost 
that he would burst out into a loud voice, ro 
that he was heard by the surrounding inhabit- 
ante for more than a mile. After the day’s 
serviceg were over at this place many strangers 
were in our camp making remarks upon tle 
preaching which they had heard. They said 
that brother Joseph Young by his preaching they 
should judge wes a Methodist. They thought 
brother Brigham Young was a close commun- 
ion Haplist. Brother Orson Hyde they suppos 
ed wae a Compbellite, or te formed Baptist.— 
Brother Lyman Johnson they supposed wos a 
Presbyterian, and brother Orson Pratt a Resto- 
rationer. They enquired if we all belonged to 
one denomination. The answer was, We 
were some of us Baptists, some Methodists, 
some Presbyterians, some Campbellites, some 
Restorationers &c.

We have gcercely laid by our mourning weeds 
for murdered men, whym we promptly eurren- 
dered up to the State of Illinois for an equita” 
ble trial—And now we see in embrye another 
campaign to spill yet more blood and effect an 
utter exterminationand massacre. We sought 
to rid our city of counterfeiters and black legs; 
these together with our foes without and with- 
in, had established a printing press of unparal- 
leled rancor and malignity. But our efforts ta 
obtain freedom from such vicious monsters cost 
us moch tribulation and pteeious blood. 

The impunity thus far granted the murderetaq 
by the Senate and other authorities of the State 
of Illinois, has emboldened them and their 
apologisis to set on foot à series of other excit- 
ing causes that they hope will either destroy 
this community, or prevent their criminals from 
being brought to punishment. We heve not 
so much fear that our enemies will succeed in 
their fiendish designs against us, as we have 
that the peace and good order of: the people of 
this State will be disturbed, and feerful anar- 
chy and bloody misrule will ensue among those 
who listen to and countenance the fell designs 
of those who ere stealing from quiet citizens 
of the State and palming upon them a epuriovs 
and false currency, and charging to the Mor- 
mons theirowncrimeg. If they shall succced, 
the citizens will be involved in continual larce- 
nies, and neighborhuod broils, and crimes, the 
end of which cannot now be foreseen. Wa 
deprecate such evils and calamities because we 
desire the good of all mapkjnd; as the gratai- 
tous labors of the greater portion of our eitizens 
in spreading truth throughout the world under 
much poverty and suffering, abundantly prove. 

As for us, our course is fixed, and while we 
are peaceable and loyal to the constitution and

laws of our country, and are ever willing to 
join hands with the honest, virtuous, and pat- 
riotie in suppressing crime and punishing crim- 
inals, we will leave ort enemies to judge, 

whether it would nat be better to make Nau- 
voo one universal burying ground, before‘ we 
suffer ourselveg to be driven from. our hard 
earned and lawfyl homes, by such high-handed. 
oppreasion, and it may yet become a, question 
tobe decided by the commugity, whether the 
Mormons will, afier haying witnesed their 
beat men murdered without, redress, quigtly 
and patiently, suiler their enemies to wrench 
from them the last shreds af their constitution, 
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al rights; and whether they will not make 
their city one great sepulchre, rather than be 
the humble devotees ut the shrine of mobocra- 
cy. But for the satisfaction of all concerned, 
we reicerate in the following resolutions, senti- 
ments that we have always expressed in al! 
places as occasion demanded: 

Resolved; That the greater part of the thefts 
which have been complained of, are not in our 
opinion, true in fact, but have been trumped 
ap by inimical pereons, in order to cover their 
aggressive doings, with plausibility, and entice 
honest and unwary citizens to unite with them 
in the same uncompromising hostility ageingt 
this people. 

Resolved, That we defy the world to sub- 
stantiate a single ingtance,.where we haye con- 
cealed criminals, or screened them from jus- 
tice; but, on the contrary, always have been, 
and now ere, extremely anxious that they 
should be ferrected out and brought to justice; 
and to this end would esteem it a favor, that if 
any person should lose property, or have good 
and sufficient reason to suspect any place of 
containing apparatus for making bogus or 
counterfeit money, that such person would fol- 
low up, trace out, and make diligent search, 
for all such property and apparatus, and if they 
can trace it into this city, we pledge ourselves 
to assist them legally, to the extent of our abil- 
ities in so Jaudable an undertaking. 

Resolved, That it is our opinion that very 
many scoundrels, such as thieves, robbers, bo- 
gus makers, counterfeiters and murderers, have 
been indaced from reports published in the 
Warsaw Signal, to flock into this county in or- 
der to carry on their evil practices, knowing 
that it would be immediately charged upon the 
Mormons, and thereby they escape—and al- 
though we think that the reports of thefis have 
been very much exaggerated, yet we know 
from dear bought experience that such things 
do exist, and further we doubt not there may 
be some such characters prowling in and about 
our’eity. 

Resolved, That we ure extremely anxious to 
ferret out and bring to justice, all such persone. 
if any, that are within the limits of our city, 
and for this purpose we have authorised our 
Mavor to enlarge the police, to any number. 
not exceeding five hundred, and we also pledge 
eureclves to double our diligence, and call.up- 
on our citizens to assist in ridding our eity and

MEETING OF THE CITIZENS. 

At a large meeting of the citizens of Nauvoo, 
convened at the stand, on the 14th day of Jan,, 
1845; Daniel Spencer, Mayor of the city, was 
called to the chair, and James Sloan appointed 
secretary; and Samuel Bent, Alpheus Cutler, 
0. C. Rich, Phinehas Richards, and David Ful- 
mer, were appointed a committee, to craft a 
preamble and resolutions, expresgive of the 
sense of this meeting on the proceedings of the 
city council, and for the action of this meeting, 
The committee retired and in a short time, re:

imously: 

PREAMBLE. | 

Whereas, The city council of the city of Nau- 
yoo, have presented to this meeting, a preamble 
and sundry resolutions setting forth the fact, 
that enemies to the people of this city, and as 
we believe, enemies to the common welfare of 
the people of this State, are attempting to get 
up an extensive popular excitement, prejudicial 
to this people and the country at large; and 
whereas, said resolutions set forth an unqualified 
reprobation of all unlawful and villainous con- 
duct whether under the false color of Mormon- 
ism, or the real guise of mobbers, blacklegs, bo- 
gus makers, thieves, wolf-hunters, or murder- 
ers; therefore, we hereby express our perfect 
concurrence in the said preamble and resolu- 
tions. 

And whereas, The Warsaw Signal, the Alton 
Telegraph, and the Quincy Whig, have been, 
as we believe industriously engaged in circulat- 
ing falsehood; disseminating discord, and the 
principles of mobocracy; and whereas, Mormon 
extermination, pillage, robbery, and murder, 
haye received both countenance and apology jn

necessary for | your welfare, for the furtherance 
of the cause of God, and for the fulfilling , of 
those great purposes which our heavenly fa- 
ther has designed in the rolling forth of the 
dispensation of the fulness of times, ‘eBoken of 
by all the prophets since the world was.“ 
Tue Temple has progressed very rapidly 
since the death of our beloved Prophet and 
Pattiarch. The diligence of those employed, 
and the willingness of the saints to contribute, 
have brought it to u state of forwardness, which 
hed far exceeded our most sanguine expecta- 
ons. You have already been informed that 
the capitols of the columns were all on; we 
have now to announce to you that by the time 
the spring opens we expect that every stone 
will be eut to complete the Temple, and it will 
not take long to lay them, when they are all 


‘Greet numbers of carpenters, masons, and 
other workmen are daily engaged in this ardu- 
ous undertaking, so that not only is stone be- 
ing prepared, but the sash, flooring, seats, and 
other things ure progressing rapidly; and it is 
design, if possible, so to rush the work 
forwagd that the building will be enclosed, and 
certety porions of it in that state of forward- 
mess, so that we shall be prepaited to com. 
mence giving the saints their endowments 
next fall; thet, the elders of Iersel may be 
prepared by the power and spirit of the great 
Jehovah, to fulfill with dignity and honor, the 
great work devolving upon them to perform,

ing our time,“ our labor, our influence) und 
means fpr he hecemplisb ment of this purpose; 
and feeling confident de bréthren, that you 


would like to share with us the labor, as well 
as the glory, we make the following requests: 

We wish all the young, middle aged, and 
able bodied men who have it in their heasts ta 
stretch forth this work with power, to come 10 
Nauvoo, prepared to.stay during the summer; 
and to bring with them means te sustain shes; 
selyea with, and to, enable us to forward this 
work; to bring with them tame, cattle, sheep. 
gold, silver, bras. iron, ail, paietg aad toolay 
and let those who within market disence 
of Nauvoo bring with hem. provisions to sus- 
tain themselvesand others during their say. 
And let all the churches send alluhe money, 
cloth, and clothing, together with he raw ma- 
tereal for manufacturing purposes; such as 
cotton, cotton yagn, wool, steel, on, brass & e., 
&c., as we are prepating w go inta extensive 
manufacturing operations, and al} these things 
can be gppliod to the W o he Tem- 
ple. 

There was a font erected in the — 
story of the Temple, for the baptism of the 
dead, the healing of the sick and other purpos- 
es; this font was made of weod, and was only 
intended for the present use; but it is now, re- 
moved, and as toon as the stone cutter get 
through with the gutting of the stone for the 
walls of the Temple, they will immediately 
proceed to cut the stone for and ereet a font of 
hewn stone. This font will be ofen ovel form 
and twelve feet in length aud eight vide, wich 
stone steps and an iron railing; this font will 
stand upon twelve oxen, which will be cast of 
iron or brass, or perhaps hewn stone: if of brass, 
polished; if of iron, bronzed: - upon each ede 
of the font there will be a suit of rooms fitted 
up for the washings. In the recesses, on ech 
side of the arch, on the first story,. there will 
be a suit of rooms or ante-chambere, lighted 
with the firet row of circular windows. As 
soon as a suitable number of those toéms are 
compleied we shall comiménce the eadow ment.

on the book of the law of the Lord; if this is 
Wot attended to strictly by the branches of the 
church abroad they may be disappointed when 
they find that they have sept their means by 
unauthorised agents, who bave not made returns 
to the Trustees, and t elt “names Fe not re- 
corded as they would ave been if Yhey had 
harkened to counsel. On, the subject of regu- 
lar appointed agencies we would refer you to 
an afticle written by the Trustees, Bishops 
Whitney und Miller,and published in the Times 
and Seasons of December.

We would further say to tho brethren that 
if there should be any of the ehurghes to whom 
these agents do not come, let them send their 
means by honest meb whom they may ‘elect 
from among themselves, and in whom they
